There is a wholesome tendency in American 
— business to bring about a deliberately directed 
2 effort to provide ethical standards for business 
Practice. The truth-in-advertising movement is 
such an effort and men of industrial leadership are 
+ writing of business as a profession. Business, as 
muee more enlightened and farseeing men conceive, 
is or ought to be governed by something higher 
than the primitive law of tooth and fang. The 
professions of law and medicine have explicit codes 
of ethics, failure to respect which brings penalties 
not necessarily of legal punishment but of profes- 
sional discipline. 
Perhaps the formulation of a code of ethics for 
the multiform activities of business is a more dif- 
ficult atcomplishment, but it seems to us that it 
is not an impossible one and that if the great 
business organizations of the country should set 
about it they could not only formulate some 
— definite and practical principles of ethics in flnance 
and business but impose them as successfully, at 
least, as the legal and medical professions do 
upon their membership. What is needed, it seems 
to us, is a standard to which the well inten- 
tioned, vastly in the majority, may repair. Honest 
business, responsible finance, are frequently in- 
_jured by the exceptional rascalities of a few, or 
by conduct which remains shrewdly on the safe 
side of the criminal daw, but is not honorable 
judged upon a decent ethical basis. Unscrupu- 
lous ambition or greed for money drives or 
seduces many men into conduct which is not un- 
lawful and cannot éxpediently be made unlawful, 
but which is not conducive to the general good 
1 or compatible with fair dealing among men er 
He „ gaged in reputable enterprise. To narrow the no

A deliberate effort to formulate the ethics of 
honorable finance and business might not bring 
tangible immediate results but, we think, it would 
have influence in the long run. It would 
strengthen the morale of the average business 
man, who is clean and fair in his intentions, and 
it would give a tangible weapon to use against 
unscrupulous power. 


HOOVER AND OTHERS IN 
THE INDIANA VOTING. 


Indiana went for Watson and qgainst Hoover. 
From that certain conclusions are being drawn. 
One is that it is a setback for the leading Repub- 
lican candidate for the nomination. That one 
hardly stands consideration. The figures available 
at this writing give Watson 196,000 and Hoover

Indiana’s delegates are held in his name for 
some one else, possibly for Lowden, possibly for 
Dawes. Both have been considered. Possibly also 
as the nucleus for building up something else. 
But it may be remarked that for such use this 
delegation is a poor germinating core. 

It represents the success of another combination 
of Bin and Black George. Control remained in 
the hands of the elements which have been rep- 
resented by intolerance in the Anti-Saloon league 
and profligacy and brutality in the Klan.

CHICAGO’S NEW ROAD 
PROGRAM. 


The board of directors of the Chicago Motor 
club has adopted a program of road development 
for the vicinity of Chicago. The club favors the 


mum of forty feet for a distance of 100 miles 
from Chicago: The program has already been 
accepted within Cook county, in which will lie 
120 of the 700 miles of projected 40 foot pave- 
ments. 

The officers of the club believe that the officials 
who must pass upon the program on behalf of 
the state and the counties through which the 
roads pass will be found friendly. Certainly it 
will not be as difficult to persuade downstate 
of the need for these terminal roads as it was to 
convince downstaters of the importance of bond- 
ng the state to build the first hard roads. For 
yoars the proposal to pull Illinois out of the mud 
was viewed as a wild extravagance which would 
benefit no one except the wealthy owners of auto- 
mebiles in the cities. Since then Illinois has 
learned much about roads and road systems. The 
roads are now recognized as important for com- 
merce and a principal source of recreation not 
only to the city dwellers but to the farmers as 
well. 

Chicago motorists, whose license fees have paid 
far more than a fair share of the cost of the 
dcwnstate roads, are entitled to relief from the 
congestion which now makes it difficult, if not 
impossible, for the city dweller to take advantage 
of the state’s road system. There are only a few 
Chicago motorists who are free to tour on week 
days, when the roads are relatively clear of 
traffic. The congestion at the week-ends makes 
motoring dangerous and tiresome and prevents

CHILD PSYCHOLOGY. 


FRIEND writes in a tower room. 

Just now a lot of building is going 

on around him. He can look out 

of a west window and see one 
crew wrecking a building and then swing 
his swivél chair around and watch an- 
other crew building a new skyscraper. 
He has been comparing the gusto and 
speed of the wrecking crew with the de- 
liberateness of the builders. Out of these 
somewhat idle observations he managed 
to build a philosophic principle, as fol- 
lows: Destructiveness is instinctive in 
man; the urge to build is acquired, and 
so on with considerable elaboration of 
I decided to see what Wat- 
son had to say about it. 

I got down a brand new Watson book, 
“Psychological Care of Infant and 
Child.“ 1 read in the chapter on de- 
structiveness a complete and scientific 
refutation of my philosopy. 
Watson says destructiveness is not in- 
stinctive. It is not a fundamental human 
or animal trait. Babies are not born 
destructive.. They are trained to be de- 
This is done with toys. The 
child is given a lot of toys that inevi- 
tably educate him jm destruction. He 
acquires a disposition to destroy and he 
so thoroughly incorpoPates this in dis 
makeup that we speak of it as being 
instinctive, and all our lives we get 
pleasure from destroying. 

— 


At this point we will leave our friend 
in the tower, having used him and his 
philosophy for purposes of introduction, 
and swing over to Watson’s book. In- 
cidentally, I cannot understand how an 
advertising man and a pragmatic psy- 
chologist ever decided to name a book 
written for parents, Psychological Care 
of Infant and Child.” e book, in spite 
of its highbrow name, is a practical 
working manual for the mother, telling 
her just how to train her child and how 
not to do it, giving details and calling 
spades by their names. 

For instance, to prevent a child from 
becoming destructive, he advises that 
there be but few toys, that those be 
strong and durable, and that the child 
be brought up to keep his toys orderly 
and in good repair. He especially advises 
that children be given simple, substantial 
toys, which give opportunity for inven- 
tiveness. He thinks that crude materials 
that can be fashioned are good play 
objects. 

— 

There is detailed information as to the 
eating and sleeping habits of children. 
Here are some abstracts of advice: 

The child should have a tepid bath at 
5:30. The water in the tub should not 
be over 4 to 8 inches deep. The child 
must be taught to bathe himself. Every- 
where Watson stresses the importance 
of having the child wait on himeelf. 

After the bath a light meal and then 
half an hour of very quiet play. Cnhil- 
dren should not take to bed with 
them. The child having been put to bed, 
the light is turned out, the door closed 
and the child is left al 

In the morning the day routine should 
be begun in an orderly way. 

Training in keeping dry should be be- 
gun when the child is 3 to 5 weeks old. 
Bedwetting is a result of incorrect train- 
ing. So is thumb sucking. Children can 
be trained to avoid both habits.

lakes, the Lady Elgin, carried an excursion 
party of 800 people from Milwaukee to Chicago.

A storm from the northeast was on and at a point 
about a mile off shore, opposite what is now Win- 
netka, at 10 o'clock, with the cabins fully lighted 
and the passengers trying to dance, the steamer 
was struck by the schooner Augusta. N 
The Lady Elgin was badly damaged, began to 
fill, and sank within a few minutes. It was 
claimed the Augusta was without lights and sailed 
away without offering assistance. The cabin roof 
of the stricken steamer broke loose and many per- 


waves drove this wreckage ashore, but in many 
places there was practically no beach. 

While many thrilling rescues were effected, about 
400 were lost.

Plan Floodway in Wilderness. 

Coming across the alluvial plain 
from New Orleans, the traveler is tm- 
pressed with the wilderness quality 
of the strip through which the pro- 
posed Atchafalaya floodway is to pour 
flood waters into the gulf. Wonder- 
fully developed agricultural regions 
Hank the swampland. The beauty of 
Louisiana west of the Mississippi is 
an eye opener to visitors who have 
pictured it from their readings of fic- 
tion as nothing but jungle and morass 
with bayous filled with alligators.

LONDON, May 10.—A first class 
controversy was started by Sir Arthur 
Keith, the famous anthropologist, 
when he asserted last night there was 
no evidence of human survival after 
death, and that as far as could be 


known, the mind dies with the body. 


Today, Sir Oliver Lodge, the famous 
physicist and spiritist, came back with 
a statement that Sir Arthur is all 
wrong, and that his statement that 
the brain dies with the body shows 
the limitations of his outlook. 

“I think the brain is the instrument 
used by the mind,” Sir Oliver said. 
He thinks the brain is the mind. The 
brain manifests the mind, but that is 
not quite the same thing as being 
Beethoven. If you smash the instru- 
ment, of course, the mind cannot 
manifest itself. 

“If the brain is the mind and one 
is destroyed, the other goes, too; but 
if it is only an instrument, and one 
smashes instruments such as a violin, 
it does not kill music; the real thing 
is behind the scenes.“ 

Prof. Deslisle Burns, lecturer on so- 
cial philosophy for the London School 
of Economics, also took a slap at Sir 
Arthur.

Medical Men Hear 
Prediction of Lead 


as Cure for Cancer 


Cancer may be cured in the near 
future by treatment with a solution 
of lead, it was asserted yesterday by 


Answers Conclusions of 


Dr. W. T. Pettit of Ottawa in an ad- 


dress before the radiology section of 
the Illinois State Medical society in 
the Stevens hotel. 

It already has been demonstrated, 
he said, that lead has an affinity for 
cancer cells. The use of the metal in 
the cases of persons believed hope- 
lessly ill has brought cures to twenty 
per cent of the victims treated at the 
University of Liverpool, he added. 

“The task of science is to find the 
proper solution,” he said. It should 
have the maximum affinity for cancer 
cells and be harmless to normal tissue. 
So far lead has been used in combina- 
tion with surgery and radiology, but 
it soon may be the most important 
agent in battling cancer.“

Dr. Pettit recently returned from 
a trip to Europe. While overseas he 
visited several cancer clinics. He ex- 
plained that attention was first at- 
tracted to lead as a cancer curative 
when it was discovered that workers 
in lead mines were almost immune to 
the disease. 

Speaking last night before the soci- 
ety, Dr. Charles Hugh Neilson, chief 
of the medical department of St. Louis 
university, designated economic fail- 
ures, domestic troubles, and overspe- 
cialization in medicine as the chief 
causes of neurosis. 

“ Neurotics—and by that I mean 
persons afflicted with nervousness due 
to excess introspection—sometimes be- 
come hopeless invalids from merely 
imaginary üllness, he said. Dissat- 
isfaction because the job is not good, 
envy of neighbors, self-pity, and hope- 
lessness of advancement are fruitful 
causes of this.
